THE PENAL CODE. 


The Law Carelessly Enforced in New York 
Yesterday. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 


NEw York, December i18.—Sunday was a beau- | 


tiful and quiet day. It was not too cold for out- 
door exercise, and the main streets were thronged. 
Travel by public and private vehicles was unin- 
terrupted. Newsboys who did not howl, barbers 
and shoe-blacks were undisturbed, except in a few 
cases. There wus, in fact, little more re- 
pression of business than before the 
code went into effect, except © with 


regard to places of amusement and keepers of 
street stands. Cigar dealers are of erent 
opinions; some kept open and sold as on week 
days. Some sold on the sly; and in a few instances 
the cigar cases were covered as no 
sales were made. So far as the 
hotels were concerned, as visit to those 
of the better class from the Windsor to the St. 
Nicholas convinced the inventor that very little 
regard was paid totie code. In nearly all of 
them the cigar stands and bars did business 
openly. In some the seeker after fluids was re- 
quested to be seated and the nectar was 
brought to him. Bar-room doors that opened on 
the street were fastened, but the bright+lliumina- 
tion that came through the far lights and crevices 
of the blinds told the thirsty traveler of back 
doors and crooked paths. All other hotel busi- 
ness went on as usual. In compliance 
with a request from the Sunday Closing League, 
the Manhattan Kailway cars were siowed to four 
miles an hour, within a block of a church where 
service was held during the hours of morning, af- 
ternoon and eveniag worship. This, however, 
affectea only the Sixth Avenue _ Ele- 
vated Road, as the Tiird Avenue Road 
does not go near enough to achureh to disturb 
any one. Along the Sixth avenue route are five 
Churches, where the noise of trains at full speed 
would be aserious disturbance. The vice-presi- 
dent of the Manhattan company did not 
agree to continue the slowing up, but 
tried it as an experiment. The careless 
manner in which important business is done in 
our city courts was forcibly shown by Superin- 
tendent Walling. He found in the morning sixty- 
six injunctions served upon him, each one of 
which was to restrain the police from interfering 
with a certain person or persons in 
Suaday business. Not one of them 
gave the residence or the business address of the 
plaintiff nor the business itself. All the direction 
to be found was an interlineation reading: ‘The 
same is to be sold to be eaten on the premises.” 
Not being able to determine whether “the same” 
was ice-cream or codfish cakes, Mr. Walling gave 
up the conundrum and issued no directions at all 
to the police. There were very few arrests for 
violation of the Sunday laws. At the Tombs a 
Baxter Street clothes dealer was held in $100 bail. 
At Jefferson Market acigar dealer was brought 
up for having his shop door open, but he was dis- 
charged. At Yorkville a woman was held for 
selling meat after 9-o’clock. At Hariem an 
Itatian bootblack was held to bale for “shining”’ 
in the open street. Theclerk of the court, Col. 
Dengler, took pity on the boy and_becaime his se- 
curity. The Manhattan lron Works got an in- 
junction because it was necessary to keep their 
fires going every day. The police were directed 
not to interfere with men repairing telegraphic or 
telephone wires, but they were to stop the putting 
up of new poles. 
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THE brass goods admired at E. Jaccard Jew- 
elry Company’s are sold very rapidly.

Mr. Jonun M. GLoveR made two state- 
ments before Notary Davis which as a 
matter of fact are erroneous. 
First: Mr. Puxirzer never telegraphed 
anything about the GLover card in his 
life. 
Second: The opposition of this paper to 
Col. BROADHEAD was based solely upon his 
remarkable record as a public man and upon 
no personal motive whatever. Yet Mr. 
PULITZER is willing to accept the responsi- 
bilities. 
The few facts are simple: Two weeks before 
the shooting Mr. CocKERILL wrote to Mr. 
PULITZER about the serious scene he had had 
with Col. SLAyBacK at the Elk Club and 
how the paper and himself had been abused, 
Up to that time the paper never had contained 
an unkind editorial word about SLAYBACK, 
and bad never refused to grant any favor 
asked by him. He knew that Mr. PULITZER 
alone stopped the press at great inconven- 
ience and broke up the forms to take out the 
GLOVER card when it first went in without 
Mr. PULITZER’S knowledge. 
Under these circumstances, in answer to 
Mr. CocKERILL’s letter, written weeks before 
Mr. PuLirzerR wrote that he was surpeised 
at his course and added that if SLAYBACK 
persisted in his utterly unprovoked and 
slanderous abuse of the paper the GLOVER 
card should be reprinted.

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INSEPARABLE INTERESTS, 

rR. CARLISLE, of Kentucky, summed up 
the trne condition of the legislative interests 
of the present session when he said that it 
was impossible to dispose of the internal 
revenue question until the tariff question 
was disposed of, or rather, that the two 
questions were inseparable and should be 
considered together. 

This is plain common sense. The internal 
revenue and the tariff are merely parts of a 
common whole, and in dealing with the 
question of revenue Congress cannot take 
action on one of the great sources of revenue 
without at the same time deciding its action 
on the other part. No member can vote on 
the internal revenue question without vot- 
ing on the tariffatthe same time, and as 
this latter interest is vastly more important. 
both in a political and in a business sense, it 
is better to deal with it directly on its 
merits than to deal with it indirectly and to 
determine action on it by the disposition 
made of the subordinate interest of the in- 
ternal revenue. . 

This consideration cannot fail to impress 
itself on the minds of the members of Con- 
gréss when they come to take action, and if 
any attempt is made to pass a tariff bill un- 
der the cover of an internal revenue meas- 
ure, the intrinsic weakness of such an at- 
tempt will defeat its purpose. The tariff 
will have to be considered on its merits, and 
the only way of reaching the tariff is through 
the report of the special Commission. 

With this clue to guide us it is much easier 
to forecast the probable future of the legis- 
lation of the session. The report of the Tariff 
Commission is intended.as a compromise, and 
as an attempt to harmonize irreconcilable in- 
terests, and like all such attempts pleases 
neither side. Yetifitis not adopted there 
is no possibility in the brief interval of the 
busy session to substitute any other meas- 
ure. Congress is bound by its own action in 
appointing that Commission, and it must ac- 
cept its work or leave thetariff alone. The 
subject is so full of details and complica- 
tions that the element of time entersin asa 
requisite for dealing with it. 

If this repost is adopted and its pretentious 
but ridiculous reductions and alterations are 
allowed to fix the status of the tariff, Concress 
will be free to make large reductions in the 
internal revenne schedule, and the protection- 
ists will seize that opportunity to clinch the 
advantages offered to them by the situation.

It should not be beyond the reach of mod- 
ern science to discover what this tremendous 
force how it is generated, how 
it operates. The number. of possible 
conditions which determine its gener- 
ation is very small, and if it was 
traced back to its causes it would be easier 
to guard against the injury it does. It might 
be even possible to utilize the terrible force 
that is now known to us as a potent cause of 
loss and ruin and death, and to make the 
unknown powers of steam render us the 
same services which are now rendered by

the known powers. 
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Tue attempt of the Union Depot Company 
to bulldoze the city into allowing it to use 
the streets without compensation, for the 
storage of mails,by the threat that if the city 
does not do it it will divert the through mail 
service from St. Louis, is a piece of effront- 
ery which it is hard to characterize properly.

A Saloon-keeper Stabbed to Death ina Dis- 
pute. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YorK, December 18.—A dispute about 
paying seventy-five cents for beer drunk py Mar- 
tin Hesse in the saloon of Frederick Dochterman 
led toa fight which resulted inthe stabbing and 
death of Doehterman. Hesse is 41 years old, a 
native of Hesse Darmstadt and has been in this 
country since last June. Heis a stoue-mason by 
trade; is married, and with his wife and one child 
lived in apartments on the top floor of the tene- 
ment house on Forsyth street. Heis a thick-set 
muscular fellow with ;an unprepossessing 
countenance. His neighbors say that 
before coming to this country he 
was imprisoned several times for beating and 
\stabbing persons with whom he  quarreled. 
Dochterman was a native of Wurtemberg, 37 years 
of age, and leaves a widow and four children. 
Hesse was in the saloon playing cards and drink- 
ing beer. He played with Zimmerle Schmidt and 
with Frederic Lauber, a_ brother-in-law of 
Dochterman. They also played pool for drinks. 
They stopped playing about 2 o’clock. Dochter- 
man claimed that Hesse owed 95 cents. Hesse 
asserted that he owed only 75 cents and refused 
to pay. A quarrel arose and Dochterman pushed 
Hesse. Lauber struck Hesse in the face 
with his fist and they ejected him from the saloom 
Dochterman then shut up the saloon and stood a 
few moments beside a milk wagon in front of his 
place to which Rudolf Fischer Was engaged 
iitehing his team. Fischer saw Hesse come out 
of the hallway, run up to Dochterman and with- 
out saying a word plunge a knife into his breast. 
Dochterman cried out, “My God, I’m stabbed,” 
and staggered up against the wagon. Hesse ran 
away. yochterman was carried to his room, be- 
caine unconscious and died: 

Hesse was found by the police in his room pre- 
paring to go to bed, and the Knife with which he 
stabbed vhterman was found onashelf ina 
closet in his room.

Behr & Wolfinger erected a factory in Mlinols 
for the purpose of rendering the carcasses of dead 
animals, and undertook to go into the Union 
Stock Yards of St. Louis to buy the carcasses of 
aniinals en from railroad cars, 
The River Rendering Company have 
an ordinance 7 the city giving them 
the exclusive privilege of removing dead ani 
and of appropriating them to their own use. 

The company, under this ordinance, sued out an 
injunction to restrain Bebr & Woitinger from the 
removal of dead animals from the Union Stock 
Yards. The Circuit Court sustained the ordinance 

and the lijunction. On appeal the Court of A 
als sustained the Cireuit Court.

VANDERBILT RAMPANT. 

Cyrus W. Field said, when the famous 
battle between the American Union and 
the Western Union was in progress, Van- 
derbilt, with all his pretense of cunning and 
scheming. isa very dull man, and he was 
easily euchered by Gould, who cantured the 
Western Union from him with the utmost 
ease. That incensed Vanderbilt tremendonus- 
ly. Ever since then when asked if Gould is 
not a very rich man he shakes his head in a 
very duleful fashion. as though he meant to 
say: “Thatman will come to grief yet.” 
Somebody once told him about the re- 
port that Gould was worth $75,000,000, 
and asked Vanderbilt whether he 
thonght it was true. Vanderbilt shook his 
head as veual in. an ominous manner and 
said: ‘‘Well, I tell you, twénty-five million 
dollars is a great deal of money.”’ And as he 
did so he stuck his legs on the table of his 
sitting room in his most beautiful palace, and 
went on to tell about his own operations in 
stocks; how he had got thecontrol of the 
Michigan Central while pretending toward 
everybody that he was sel'ing stock, and let- 
ting certificates go out in his own name, and 
again how he had defraudedinvestors in in- 
ducing them to believe he was buying Lake 
Shore when he was rea!'ly secretly selling it, 
etc. Vanderbilt takes the greatest delight in 
recalling these financial! exploits. He thinks 
it is very clever to get the best of peonle. 
particularly those who speculate in Wall 
street, under the pretense that they deserve 
coe because they are only gamblers after 
all. 

There is only one thing he does not like. 
He does not relish being outdone by Gould. 
Iie wants to be the very first man—not the 
second: and the thought in fact, the mere 
suggestion that Gould is plucking the 
laurels as well as the dollars from him, sets 
him wild. Whether it be this annoyance or 
other disappointments in not having made 
another $100,000,000 as he expected, it Is 
quite certain that Vanderbilt’s health has 
been very poor of late. His digestion is very 
bad and his diethas to be of the most frucal 
sort. He dines at 6, is hard!y an hour at din- 
ner, and at 9 o'clock he already goes to bed. 
But even this virtuous and humdrum life 
can not keep the keen, gnawing pangs of 
jeaiousy away from him. The big steam 
vacht which Gouid has been aye himself 
has given him renewed twists, and@till he is 
not happy. 

He can’t be happy while he thinks that 
Gould will be taking a trip around the world 
next spring, and be trotted out to all the peo- 
ple of the earth as the richest man in Ameri- 
ca, when he, the real bona fide.

aliuded to has become an unmitigated evil of grea 
magnitude, this Board has decided and so ordered, 
Lbat aiver the Ist day of January, 1883, it will not 
permit any person to act as market reporter op

DULL TOBACCO TRADE. 


St. Louis Drummers Called in From All 
Parts of the Country. 

Upon the register of the Planters’ House this 
morping appear a string of nine names of gentile 
men hailing from Chicago, all of them commercial 
travelers for the Drummond Tobacco Company, of 
this city who have been suddenly called in from 
their fields of labor in- the Northwestern 
part @f tie country. Mr. Jobn

THE NEWPORT FIRE. 


Something About the Enterprising Arkansas 
Town Burned Down Sunday Morning. 


A Post- Dispatcs reporter this morning met 
and interviewed Mr. Will Russell atraveller for 
Kelley, Goodfellow & Co., who had just reached 
the city from Newport, Arkansas, the thriving 
town on the White River the business part of 
which was destroyed by fire yesterday morning. 
Mr. Russell stated that about 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning, while he was sleeping at the Houston 
House, he was awakened and informed 
that a fire was raging in the town 
and that it was making such 


progress that the hotel could only be saved by a 
miracie, The other oecupanpts of house were 
aroused at the same time and we in sa 
their effects and those of the hotel. As had been 
expected the flames soon swept towards the 
hotel which, though more than three blocks from 
the point at which the fire broke out, was ablaze 
within Grecgnertare of apn hour from the first 
alarm. The fire started in a small restaurant just 
west of the White Hotel, which also was soon en. 
veloped in flames and destroyed. The wind was 
blowing from the southeast and the buildings 
with one or two exceptions—frame structures— 
ignited rapidly, and the fre soon got beyond the 
control of thuse Rghising it, h 
were heavily tancdicapped M the 

water supply availabie. agg the fire 

train standing on the track whith 4s about 100 
feet north of and paralle!] with the principal street 
of the town caught fire, and several cars with cot- 
ton had to be abandoned to the flames. It was ex- 
poche that the three story brick building owned 
1y Hirsch & Co., would prove a barrier to the 
flames, but unfortunately a frame warehouse at 
its rear took fire and burned so rag that the 
main structure also ignited, and, this hope gone, 
it was evident that that all of the 
business part of the town was doomed. Across 
the street from Hirsch’s was Werlen Brothers’ 
brick building which, though subjected to intense 
heat which broke the windews and singed the 
wood-work, ue ae to escape destruction. Three 
hundred bales of cotton were destroyed. All 
effol ad extinguish the burning staple proved of 
no avail. 

Mr. Barton, traveller for Hayaen & Alien, of 
this city, who is well acquainted with the town 
said that Newport was one of the brightest an 
most enterprising cities in the State. [ts popula- 
tion was only about from 1,500 to 
2,000, but business was very 
tensive, it being the  distributin point 
for a _ large portion of northern rkansas 
and an important shipping point for cotton, o 
which its merchants handied about 30,000 bales a 
year. He was acqnainted with the leading busi- 
men of the place, and was certain that the present 
disaster would not pul them back to any extent. 
They wouid now, Ey te | institute fire limits 
and the town would be built in a solid style, com- 
mensurate with the business done there.
